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Medicine, like all scientific fields, is a combination of many sciences, 
each adding its part to the completeness and the ultimate progress of the 
whole. The contributions of the, allied fields of hygiene, chemistry, dent- 
istry, bacteriology and zoology usually are recognized immediately by the 
medical man and by the scientist in other fields. Yet veterinary medicine, 
which is related so closely to human medicine in principle and in practice, 
not always is accorded its rightful recognition. For immediate, practical 
purposes, the cause is not so important as the remedy. The remedy is adequate 
knowledge. 

The question is asked frequently, "Why so large a Veterinary Corps in the 
Army when the use of the Cavalry has decreased." The answer is found in the 
practical application of the Army Regulations :: "The veterinary service is 
charged in peace ani in war with duties falling under definite heads with re- 
spect to animals of the Army and food supplies of animal origin." In this war 
the animals of the Army have fallen into two principal classes; the horses and 
mules of the Cavalry and Artillery which have made headlines especially in the 
South Pacific and the Italian campaigns, and the war dogs which have served as 
messengers, scouts, and sentries. The care of all of these animals has been a 
responsibility of the Veterinary Corps. 

The duties of the Corps with respect to foods of animal origin have taken 
the form of the inspection of food for the Armed Forces at the time of purchase, 
storage and issue; the supervision of the sanitary condition of warehouses and 
the examination of herds used for milk and of food animals for slaughter in 
foreign theatres. Much of the health of our Armed Forces is due to the vigil- 
ance of the veterinary officers. They prevent contaminated foodstuffs from 
reaching our troops. 

The Army furnishes just one example of the veterinarian's contact with 
bumen health. At many points, research and el inical application in the med- 
ical sciences dovetail so completely that they cannot be separated. The work 
on equine encephalomyelitis and on encephalitis in humans has many common de- 
nominators in etiology and immunology. - The use of the sulfonamides against 
causative organisms of many diseases are applied in both fields of medicine.

The tick transmission of disease principle might have weited longer for dis- 
covery had not Theobald Smith ani his co-workers done their work on tick fever 
in cattle.
